IMMIGRANT NUMBERS FOR JANUARY 1990 





A. STATUTORY NUMBERS 





l. This bulletin summarizes the availability of immigrant numbers during 
January. Consular officers are required to report to the Department of State 
documentarily qualified applicants for numerically limited visas; the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service reports applicants for adjustment of 
Status. Allocations were made, to the extent possible under the numerical 
limitations, for the demand received by December 7th in the chronological order 
of the reported priority dates. If the demand could not be satisfied within 
the statutory or regulatory limits, the category or foreign state or dependent 
area in, which demand was excessive was deemed oversubscribed, The cut-off date 
for an oversubscribed category is the priority date of the first applicant who 
could not be reached within the statutory or regulatory limits. Only 
applicants who have a priority date earlier than the cut-off date may be 
allotted a number. Immediately that it becomes necessary, during the monthly 
allocation process, to recede a cut-off date, supplemental requests for numbers 
will be honored only iff the priority date falls within the new cut-off date. 











2. Section 201(a) of the Immigration and Nationality Act (INA) sets an annual 
limitation of 270,000 for immigrants in the preference/nonpreference classes, 
Section 202 prescribes that no more than 20,000 of this Limitation may be made 
available in a fiscal year to applicants chargeable to any single foreign 
state; the Limitation for a colony or dependent area is set at 5,000. 


3. Section 203(a) of the Immigration and Nationality Act, as amended, 
prescribes preference classes for allotment of immigrant visas as follows: 





First preference (unmarried sons and daughters of U.S. citizens, and their 
children): 20% of the overall annual limitation in any fiscal year; 


Second preference (spouses and unmarried sons and daughters of aliens lawfully 
admitted for permanent residence, and their children): 26% of the overall 
limitation, plus any numbers not required for first preference; 


Third preference (members of the professions or persons of exceptional ability | 
in the sciences and arts, spouses and children): 10% of the overall Limitation; { 


Fourth preference (married sons and daughters of U.S. citizens, and their 
spouses and children): 10% of the overall Limitation, plus any numbers not 
required by the first three preference categories; 


Fifth preference (brothers and sisters of U.S. citizens 21 years of age or 
over, and their spouses and children): 24% of the overall limitation, plus any 
numbers not required by the first four preference categories; 


Sixth preference (skilled and unskilled workers in short supply, and their 
Spouses and children): 10% of the overall Limitation; 


Nonpreference (other immigrants): Numbers not required by the six preferences. 
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Section 203(b) of the Immigration and Nationality Act provides that visas

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Section 314 of the Immigration Reform and Control Act of 1986 (P.L. 99-603, 
Nov. 6, 1986) provided 5,000 visa numbers for each of fiscal years 1987 and 
1988 to nonpreference immigrants outside the 270,000 annual numerical 
limitation in Section 201(a) of the Immigration and Nationality Act (INA), with 
such visa numbers to be made available first to applicants from countries whose 
immigration to the United States was “adversely affected" by P.L. 89-236 (the 
Act of October 3, 1965 which revised the basis of legal immigration to the 
United States), in the order in which they qualified for status after enactment 
of the 1986 Act. Section 2 of the Immigration Amendments of 1988 (P.L. 
100-658, Nov. 15, 1988) extended this visa category through fiscal years 1989 
and 1990, with 15,000 visa numbers provided for each of those years. NP-5 
Status continues to be limited to natives of the thirty-six chargeability areas 
previously specified as “adversely affected", to which visas were available 
during the first two years of the NP-5 program. 


D. OP-1l VISAS FOR IMMIGRANTS FROM UNDERREPRESENTED COUNTRIES TO ENHANCE 
DIVERSITY IN IMMIGRATION 








Section 3 of the Immigration Amendments of 1988 (P.L. 100-658, Nov. 15, 1988) 
provides 10,000 visas for each of fiscal years 1990 and 1991 to natives of 
“underrepresented countries". These numbers are outside the 270,000 worldwide 
annual Limitation set by Sec. 201(a) of the INA. An “underrepresented country" 
is defined in the 1988 legislation as a foreign state from which immigrants 
during FY-1988 used less than 25 percent of the maximum of 20,000 preference 
immigrant numbers under the per-country Limitation. 


For JANUARY, immigrant numbers in the OP-1l category have been made available to 
qualified immigrants chargeable to all “underrepresented" countries with 
lottery rank numbers lower than:

E. AVAILABILITY OF ASYLEE NUMBERS FOR ADJUSTMENT OF STATUS CASES 





The following information has been provided by the Refugees, Asylum and Parole 
Office of the Immigration and Naturalization Service: 


Five thousand asylees may adjust their status to lawful permanent resident per 
fiscal year. For fiscal year 1990, which began on October 1, 1989, asylees who 
filed their application to adjust before May 5, 1988 and whose names are 





included on the Immigration and Naturalization Service centralized computer 
list are eligible.

FOOTNOTES 


1 CHINA (Taiwan). Pursuant to 
Section 6 of the Taiwan Relations Act 
Pub.L. 96-8, 93 Stat. 14, and 
Executive Order 12143, 44 F.R. 37191, 
this agreement which was concluded 
with the Taiwan authorities prior to 
January 1, 1979 is administered on a 
nongovernmental basis by the American 
Institute in Taiwan, a nonprofit 
District of Columbia corporation, and 
constitutes neither recognition of 
the Taiwan authorities nor the 
continuation of any official 
relationship with Taiwan, 


2 DENMARK. The convention of 1826 
does not apply to the Faroe Islands 
or Greenland. The Treaty which 
entered into force in 1961 does not 
apply to Greenland.

3 FRANCE. The Treaty which entered 
into force in 1960 applies to the 
departments of Martinique, 

Guadeloupe, French Guiana and Reunion, 


4 GERMANY (FRG). The Treaty which 
entered into force in 1956 now 
applies to Berlin, as defined in 
Article XXVI thereof. 


5 JAPAN. The Treaty which entered 
into force in 1953 was made 
applicable to the Bonin Islands on 
June 26, 1968 and to the Ryukyu 
Islands on May 15, 1972. 


6 NETHERLANDS. The Treaty which 
entered into force in 1957 is 
applicable to Aruba and Netherlands

7 NORWAY. The Treaty which entered 
into force in 1932 does not apply to 
Svalbard (Spitzbergen and certain 
lesser islands). 


8 SPAIN. The Treaty which entered 
into force in 1903 is applicable to 
all territories. 


9 SURINAME. The Treaty with the 
Netherlands which entered into force 
December 5, 1957 was made applicable 
to Suriname on February 10, 1963. 


10 UNITED KINGDOM. The Convention 
which entered into force in 1815 
applies only to British territory in 
Europe (the British Isles (except the 
Republic of Ireland), the Channel 
Islands and Gibraltar) and to 
“inhabitants” of such territory. 

This term, as used in the Convention, 
means “one who resides actually and 
permanently in a given place, and has 
his domicile there." Also, in order 
to qualify for treaty trader or 
treaty investor status under this 
treaty, the alien must be a national 
of the United Kingdom. Individuals 
having the nationality of members of 
the Commonwealth other than the 
United Kingdom do not qualify for 
treaty trader or treaty investor 
Status under this treaty. 
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
